The Pennsylvania Kepublioun State 


Convention. met at Harriaburg, June 30, 
and the Opera House was packed -with 
delegates and spectators. 
Every dele- 


gation was present with, fall members 
and there were no contests. 
G. T. 


Oliver was elected temporary Chairman 
by a unanimoua vote. Oliver, in taking 
the Chair, spoke of the enthusiasm of 
the convention and addressed himself to 
the tariff. He said: "TheJKepublicans 
of this great State should proclaim to 
the world that we demand a tariff not 
for revenue only, not even tor revenue 
with incidental protection, but for pro- 
tection aloue. I mention this iss>ue 
particularly, because it is so interwoven 
•with the prosperity of our people that 
it is necessarily paramount in the 
minds ot iiU Pennsylvanians. The fnct 
that it remains iinsettled is reason 
enough for continuance in litfl of any 
party, but there aie others second only 
to it in importance. The question of 
mutual rights and the duties of capital 
and labor and the enactment of laws 
guarding the interests of common car- 
riers and shippers. 
These and other 


matters demand the attention of our 
legislators, both State and national. '" 


The tariff address adopted by the Cou- 


veution reviews the history of the tariff 
since 1832. 
To show that the Demo- 


cratic party "has for the lust fifty years 
legislated agiuust the best interests of 
the American people in the direction of 
free trade, to the great detriment of 
Americ.iu industry," reference is made 
to the repeal of the Democratic Free 
Tradn law by a Republican Congress in 
18G1, when the Horrill Tariff Act 
was passed, and "for the first time in 
the history of the country," says the 
addresb, "we have had twenty years of 
uninterrupted protection to American 
labor and capital." Figures are quoted 
to show that in 1860 the total value of 
property in the country was $14,000,- 
000,000. In 1880 the total value was 
§44,000,000,000, an increase in twenty 
years of $30,000,000,000, or more than 
doub'.e the accumulated property from 
1607 to 1360. During the ten years of free 
trade ended in 1861 , our imports exceeded 
ouresport3$40,367,974. Under the oper- 
ation of the ten years of protection 
ended June 30, 1880, our exports ex- 
ceeded our imports $1,300,543,249, or 
an annual average of §130,654,324, a 
net gain in our favor of $170,000,000 
a year. 
Reference is made to the at- 


tempted tariff legislation by the Demo- 
crats since 1875, when they obtained 
control of the House, each of which is 
denounced as dangerous attempts to 
overthrow the great system which has 
built up the industries of the country. 
In closing, attention is brought to tbe 
fact that the Democrats are still deter- 
mined to insist upon reduction of duties, 
and to abolish tbe tariff upon the raw 
materials, thus further menacing the 
prosperity of the country. 


Senator Dolph has introduced a bill 


granting a pension of $50 a mouth to 
Mrs. Lizzie Wright Owen.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—It must be 


confessed that the prospect for an early 
adjournment of Congress becomes less 
bright each day. It is not improbable 
that there will be a regular tangle of 
legislation before many days. As yet 
only two or three of the appropriation 
bills have been finally passed by both 
Houses and received the approval of the 
President. 
Several of tha otters are 


"hungup" in conference committees, 
while tbe General Deficiency bills and 
the Fortifications bill have »ot yet been 
considered in the House where they 
originated. The close of the fiscal year 
has come, and consequently there will 
be no need of special legislation to meet 
tbe emergency. It is likely that a joint 
resolution will be passed to authorize 
the several branches of the Government 
to extend temporarily the appropria- 
tions for the present year until the 
pending bills can be passed and ap- 
proved at the White House, otherwise 
the whole operation of the Government 
in all of its ramifications would have to 
come to a sudden stop with the close of 
the present month. 


It is thought that the President is only 


waiting for the River and Harbor bills 
in order to get in another veto, and that 
he has been for some time working up 
reasons for repudiating the measure. 
The last lias not been heard of his 
vetoes on pension bills. The House 
Committee on Invalid Pensions is con- 
sidering th« question of bringing a 
number of these vetoes to the attention 
of the House and making teat cases of 
them. The President has already re- 
ceived a hard blow in the action of the 
Senate in passing the Dos Moines L«nd 
bill over his veto, a matter which cre- 
ated considerable excitement at the cap- 
ital this morning when the veto was 
taken up, and he may receive a few 
more before the end of the session. All 
this tends to make the day of ad- 
journment very uncertain. Those who 
think the session will last until August 
are growing in number.

SI1K Culture in Mexico. 


Consul-General Porch has sent to the 


State Department an elaborate account 
of silk culture in Mexico. Ha says it is 
believed that in the next five years there 
will be more silk .manufactured in Mex- 
ico than can be utilized by the people. 
There are already several factories. 
One of these manufactured last year 30,- 
000 pouuds of raw silk. They expect 
to produce all the different colors which 
are used in the manufacture of silk. 
The fact that labor is so cheap in that 
country, he says, enables the manufac- 
turers to make silk for one-half of what 
it costs in Paris.

This much abused State has added to 


the material wealth of the world more in 
proportion to its population than any 
other country under the sun, 
Kougbly 


since, say, 1860, the population may bo 
stated as averaging between forty and 
fifty thousand people, men, women and 
children, aad the product of bullion has 
been in the vicinity of $400,000,000. This 
in round numbers would give some $8,- 
000 as the coin product of each individ- 
ual in Nevada. But a few years ago all 
thiil Uncle Sam marked on (lie maps to 
show where Nevada is now located was 
"scientifically unexplored region." ' No 
rivers or mountain range? were marked. 
Some called it part of the Great American 
Desert, which name was applied to all the 
country between the Kooky Mountains 
and tho Sierra Nevatlus. The average 
trip was between three and sis months 
tovcross it, and the Indians occasionally 
caused considerable trouble. 
On March 


2, 1861, the bill creating the Territory of 
Nevada was passed and three counties of 
Utah—Carson, St. Mary and Hunaboldt 
were lopped off anil started into exist- 
ence as the Territory of Nevada. On 
July 4, 1864, utuoou, the Constitutional 
Convention met in 
Car&OD City and 


agreed to a State Constitution, which 
WHS approved by the people, uud Presi- 
dent IJiucolii announced that Nevada 
was one of the States of the Union. The 
mining industry of Nevada attracted, in 
its time, iw much attention as any coun- 
try in the world, and experts were sent 
from nearly every civilized country to 
report on that woncleiful ledge, the Corn- 
stock. The fame of this great lode en- 
abled Aclolph Sutro to borrow sufficient 
money to run a tunnel to tap the lode at 
about 1,700 feet below the surface. This 
tunnel will uow be of great advantage in 
working tho low grade ores from the 
Comstock, and will be the means of util- 
izing mauy million tons of ore that 
otherwise would have been valueless. 
How mauy of the present buildings in 
(San Francisco are the result of the pro- 
duct ot that great lode? The Palace 
Hotel, Cosmopolitan, Baldwin, Sher- 
wood's buildings, Andrew McOreary's 
buildings, Nevada block, Flood's, Fair's 
and other propel ty too numerous to men- 
tion. In fact the impetus given to every 
industry on the const by the discovery of 
the Comstouk was wonderful, aad the 
reaction now that Nevala's business bus 
been reduced,isjappareutin every branch 
of trade on this coast. 
Nevada has al- 


ready turned muuy hundred miles cf her 
desert lauds into a garden, by the use of 
water, and although she adopted the 
Common law of England as the law gov- 
erning in cases, m equity, the people 
were very careful to place men oi suffi- 
cient intelligence on the Supreme bench, 
who would interspect ths law in accord- 
ance with tbe true interests of the peo- 
ple.
